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Present  Condition    of 
Christendom.

That  there  has  been  a  great  departure 
from  the  doctrines,  ordinances  and  disci- 
pline of  the  Church  as  it  existed  in  the 
days  of  Christ  and  his  Apostles,  must  be 
evident  to  every  unbiased  enquirer  into 
religious  truth. 

The  Gospel  as  taught  and  administered 
by  Christ  and  his  Apostles  required,  first, 
faith  in  God  and  Jesus  Christ;  second, 
repentance,  which  included  reform  of  con- 
duct;  third,  baptism  by  immersion  for  the 
remission  of  sins;  fourth,  the  reception  of 
the  Holv  Ghost  by  the  laying  on  of  the 
hands  of  divinely  authorized  men ;  and 
that  obedience  to"  these  brought  the  gifts 
of  the  Spirit,  including  love,  joy,  peace, 
patience,  brotherly  kindness,  charity, 
healings,  tongues,  interpretations,  dis- 
cerning of  spirits,  miracles,  prophecy, 
revelat'on  and  the  unity  in  one  body  of 
all  who  are  baptized  into  the  Church,  no 
matter  what  had  been  their  previous 
beliefs.        Also  that  the  ordinances  of  the 
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A  President  of  the  Lord's 
Seventies  Dies. 

After  these  things  the  Lord  appointed  other 
seventy  also,  and  sent  them  two  and  two 
before  his  face  into  every  city  and  place, 
whither  he  himself  would  come  .  .  .  And  the 
seventy  returned  again  with  joy.  saying,  Lord, 
even  the  devils  are  subject  unto  us  through 
thy  name.     Luke  10  :  1  and  17. 

President  Brigham  Henry  Roberts,  of 
the  First  Council  of  Seventy,  one  of  the 
premier  exponents  of  "  Mormonism  "  for 
more  than  a  half  century,  died  Septem- 
ber twenty-eighth,  at  Salt  Lake  City, 
Utah. 

His  death  brought  to  a  close  one  of 
the  most  colourful  careers  in  the  history 
ol  the  Church,  and  stilled  a  voice  that 
has  been  lifted  far  and  near,  before  the 
lowly  of  heart  as  well  as  before  some 
of  the  most  renowned  audiences  that  have 
met  in  this  generation  to  give  considera- 
tion to  religious  matters.  And  his 
passing  ended  the  work  of  a  pen  that  has 
with  inspired  skill  portrayed  the  doctrines 
of  the  restored  gospel  in  plainness  and 
with   uncompromising  courage. 
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Coming  so  soon  niter  that  of  Dr.  James 
E.  Talmage,  who  likewise  gave  service 
of  inestimable  worth  both  in  spoken  and 
written  word,  his  death  is  keenly  felt  by 
the  Church  at  large,  as  was  evidenced  by 
the  universal  regret  expressed  when  news 
of  his  passing,  came  to  ;f'l  who  knew  him. 
President  Roberts  had  been  in  ill-health 
for  the  past  two  years,  a  serious-  illness 
in  193 1  nearly  proved  fatal,  but  his 
strong  fighting  spirit  won  the  long  , 
battle  and  he  returned  to  active  duty  as 
head  of  the  Council   of  Seventy. 

Final  tribute  w^as  paid  to  President 
Brighani  '  Henry  Roberts,  of  the  First 
Council  of  Seventv,  in  funeral  services 
held  in  the  Tabernacle  at  Salt  Lake  City, 
Utah,  under  the  direction  of  President 
Heber  J.   Grant. 

A  large  gathering  of  more  than  7,000 
persons  honoured  their  beloved  leader,'' 
and  a  profusion  cf  floral  pieces  was 
additional  evidence  of  the  esteem  in 
which  he  was  held  by  the  Church  member- 
ship. Extracts  of  the  funeral  addresses 
are  printed  herewith  : — 

PRESIDENT  HEBER  J.  GRANT. 
This  irmense  audience  bears  witness 
to  the  great  esteem  and  affection  in  which 
the  people  hold  Elder  Brigharn  H. 
Roberts.  I  feel  inadequate  to  do  justice 
to  the  remarkable  and  wonderful  work 
which  Brother  Roberts  has  accomplished. 
I  feel  that  the  tribute  paid  to  him  by 
my  predecessor  as  the  President  of  the 
Council  of  the  Twelve  fully  expresses  in 
just  a  few  words  the  feelings  of  very 
manv  of  Brother  Roberts'  friends  and 
associates.  President  Lyman  announced 
that  he  considered  Brother  Roberts  the 
chief  defender  of  the  faith. 

"  I  am  almost  ready  and  willing  to  sit 
at  your  feet  when  I  realize  the  great 
fund  of  information  that  you  possess  and 
the  great  ability  that  you  have  to  meet 
the  opponents  of  the  truth." 
Faith  Brings  Joy. 
I  rejoice  in  the  wonderful  faith  that 
this  man  had,  and  his  marvellous  and 
complete  knowledge  of  the  gospel,  of  his 
great  abilitv  to  defend  it.  He  was  a 
natural  born  fighter  for  the  right,  and 
he  was  a  man  who  believed  absolutely 
beyond  the  peradventure  of  a  doubt  in  the 
divinity  of  the  evidences  contained  in  this 
book    entitled    the    Doctrines    and    Cove-

nants. There  was  no  doubt  in  his  mind 
that  God  did  appear  to  Joseph  Smith, 
lhat  God  did  send  messengers  to  ordain 
Joseph  Smith  and  Oliver  Cowdery  to  the 
lesser  and  higher  priesthood.  Thqre  was 
no  doubt  in  his  mind  that  the  revelations 
in  this  book  came  from  Jesus  Christ  and 
God.        Therefore    he    had    power. 

A  .man  who  has  an  absolute  conviction 
in  his  heart,  in  his  very  soul,  regarding 
the  .  divinity  of  this  work,  is  the  best 
possible  preacher. 

Ministers  Lack  Testimony. 
I  remember,  and  have  often  spoken  of 
it,  that  when  I  was  in  Europe. I  bought 
a  book  entitled  "  The  Young  Man  and 
the  World,"  written  by  Senator  Beve- 
ridge,  of  Indiana.  In  this  book  was 
a  chapter  on  "  The  Young  Man  and  the 
Pulpit,"  and  in  that,  chapter  he  said  that 
a  certain  individual  with  splendid  oppor- 
tunities to  receive  answers  to  his 
interrogations,  asked  of  every  minister 
whom'  he  mef  during  an  entire  summer 
vacation  three  questions  : — 

First:  "  Yes  or  no,  do  you  believe  in 
God  the  Father,  God  a  person,  God 
a  definite,  tangible  intelligence?  Not 
a  congeries  of  law  floating  like  a  fog 
through  the  universe,  but  God  a  person, 
in  whose  image  you  are  miade.  Don't 
argue,  don't  explain,  but  is  your  mind 
in  a  condition  where  you  can  answer  yes 
or  no?  " 

Not  a  minister  answered  "  yes." 

Again  Answers  "  No." 
The  next  question  was:  "  Do  you 
believe  that  Christ  was  the  Son  of  the 
living  God,  sent  by  him  to  save  the 
world?  I  am  not  asking  whether  you 
believe  that  he  was  inspired  in  the  sense 
that  a  great  moral  teacher  is  inspired. 
Nobody  has  any  difficulty  about  that.  Do 
you  believe  that  Christ  was  God's  very 
Son,  with  a  divinely  appointed  and 
definite  mission,  dying  on  the  cross  and 
raised  from  the  dead?  Yes  or  no." 
Not  a  minister  answered  "yes." 
The  third  question  was:  "  Do  you 
believe  that  when  you  die  you  will  live 
again  as  a  conscious  intelligence,  know- 
ing who  you  are  and  who  other  people 
are?  " 

Again  not  an  answer  of  yes.  They 
rather  believed  so.  but  could  not  answer 
"  ves  "      without      hesitation.  Elder 
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Brigham  H.  Roberts  could  answer 
<l  yes  "  to  each  one  of  these  interroga- 
tions, and  do  so  with  an  absolute  and 
abiding-  faith  and  knowledge  and  a 
capacity  and  ability  to  prove  the  position 
that  he   occupied. 

Works   Lauded. 

I  rejoice  in  the  remarkable  and  wonder- 
full  accomplishment  of  Brother  Roberts. 
I  rejoice  in  the  tributes  that  his  books 
will  be  to  him  in  the  years  to  come.  I 
rejoice  in  the  tribute  of  respect  paid  to 
him  by  Brother  Rulon  S.  Wells,  his 
associate  for  nearly  50  years,  because  of 
his  incessant  toil  for  that  which  he  knew 
to   be    right.  I    appreciate   the   oppor- 

tunity given  to  me  to  be  one  of  the 
speakers  on  this  occasion. 

ELDER   RULON  S.   WELLS. 

I  know  of  no  one  who  has  contributed 
so  much  to  the  literature  of  the  Church, 
as  has  our  departed  friend  and  brother. 
How  many  times  have  I  thought  of  his 
wonderful      works !  I     remember     his 

first  production,  "  The  Gospel."  It  was 
one  of  the  five  books  which  formed  the 
first  reading  course  of  the  Mutual  Im- 
provement Association  of  this  Church.  I 
read  it  with  avidity  and  with  pleasure. 
There  was  something  about  his  style  of 
expression  that  went  right  to  the  heart, 
and  I  rejoiced  in  all  of  his  literarv  produc- 
tions. It  has  kept  us  pretty  well  busy, 
in   reading  all  that,  he  has  produced. 

Certainly  I  have  not  read  everything, 
but  I  have  read  a  great  deal  of  his  writ- 
ings. 

Wears  Out  in  Service. 
Such  a  man  was  Brother  Roberts.  He 
wore  out  his  body  in  service,  in  labor- 
ing, working  for  the  upbuilding  of  the 
Church  and  kingdom  of  God.  His  whole 
heart  was  in  the  progress  of  that  work. 
Now  we  are  about  to  approach  the  lay- 
ing away  of  that  mortal  body.  I  notice 
on  the  programme  of  these  services  that 
the  closing  song  will  be  : 

"  Rest,    rest    for    the    weary    soul. 
Rest,   rest  for  the  aching  head  ; 
Rest,  rest  on  the  hillside  rest. 
With  the  great  uncounted  dead." 
I    don't    know  of    any   other    time    when 
Brother    Roberts    has    had    the    privilege 
of  having   a   rest,   or  when   he  has  ever 
had  one,  but  now  the  time  has  come  when 


he  will  go  to  his  last  resting  plate  ;  that 
is,  his  mortal  remains  will  be  laid  away 
in  Mother  Earth,  in  the  silent  tomb  tnere 
to  mingle  with  Mother  Earth  until  the 
trump  shall  sound,  and  the  dead  in  Ch  isi 
shall  rise  in  triumph,  clothed  upon  With 
immortality  and  eternal  life. 
Earns  Rest. 

Brother  B.  H.  Roberts  will  be  amcng 
that  mighty  throng,  but  now  hfe  has  gene 
to  rest,  a  rest  that  has  been  well  earm-d. 
Vet  when  I  say  "  rest  "  ;  I  think  it  needs 
a  little  qualifying.  Rest,  to  me,  is 
change — a  change  is  taking  place.  It 
will  be  a  rest,  no  doubt,  to  him.  But 
if  we  mean,  by  rest,  a  cessation  of 
activity,  then  no,  not  by  any  manner  of 
means.  President  B.  H.  Roberts  could 
never  be  happy  unless  he  was  at  work, 
unless  he  was  engaged  in  'some  activity 
that  meant  the  furtherance  of  the  work 
of  God.  So  when  we  speak  of  rest,  we 
mean  that  change,  and  there  will  be  a 
change. 

Despised  Idleness. 

Brother  Roberts  had  no  patience  with 
those  that  were  not  willing  to  work  and 
to  study  and  to  attain  these  great  re- 
sults. His  whole  long  life  was  an 
example  of  what  it  means  .  to  be  a 
Seventy,  according  to  his  own  definition. 
It  was  an  exemplification  of  that  wonder- 
ful motto.  It  was  in  his  life,  right  to 
the  very  last.  He  had  no  patience  with 
those  who  thought  the  lessons  were  too 
difficult.  To  him,  difficulties  were  merely 
so  many  things  to  be  overcome.  To  him 
"  there  shall  be  no  Alps."  He  will  sur- 
mount them  all. 

Now  he  has  finished  his  work  here 
upon  the  earth.  And  what  a  mighty 
work  it  has  been,  and  how  that  work  will 
live  among  the  people  whom  he  served, 
and  among  whom  he  laboured — what  a 
mightv  work  it  is!  How  many  souls 
will  be  brought  to  a  knowledge  of  the 
truth  through  his  utterances  and  his 
writings,  we  may "  not  even  calculate. 
But  his  works  have  not  ceased.  They 
will  still  continue  to  go  on — a  Seventy, 
not  onlv  here,  but  hereafter. 

Same  On   Other  Side, 

You  mav  judge,  from  the  revelations 
which  the  Lord  has  given  to  us,  that 
the  Church  on  the  other  side  of  the  veil 
is  organized  pretty  much  the  same  as  it 
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is  here.  The  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  was 
able  to  carry  out,  piece  by  piece,  little 
by  little,  the  organization  of  this  great 
work.  How  was  he  able  to  do  it? 
After  it  had  been  completed  it  made  one 
harmonious  whole,  and  the  reason  for  it, 
it  seems  to  me,  lies  in  this  fact  :  he  had 
a   vision  ! 

We  have  no  place  that  I  know  of 
where  that  vision  is  recorded,  wherein 
he  saw  the  Church  in  ;>ctive  operation, 
but  the  Prophet  frequently  refers  to  that 
vision,  in  the  history  of.  the  Church  and 
in  the  Book  of  Doctrine  and  Covenants. 
Particularly  is  reference  made  in  referring 
to  the  Seventy,  for  we  read  : 

"  And  it  is  according  to  the  vision, 
showing  the  order  of  the  seventy,  that 
they  should  have  seven  presidents  to  pre- 
side over  them,  chosen  out  of  a  number 
of   the   seventy ; 

"  And  the  seventh  president  of  these 
presidents  is  to  preside  over  the  six  ; 

"  And  these  seven  presidents  are  to 
choose  other  seventy  besides  the  first 
seventy,  to  whom  they  belong,  and  are 
to  preside  oyer  them  ; 

"  And  also  other  seventy,  until  seven 
times  seventy,  if  the  labour  in  the  vine- 
yard of  necessity  requires  it." 

We  read  this  in  the  107th  section  of  the 
Book  of  Doctrine  and  Covenants. 
Work  to  Continue. 
The  Prophet  Joseph  Smith  is  acere^- 
dited,  in  the  History  of  the  Church,  with 
having  said  that  one  hundred  and  forty- 
four  thousand  of  these  seventies  may  be 
called  into  this  great  service  of  preaching 
the  Gospel  unto  those  that  know  not  the 
truth.  -  ' 

Now.  Brother  Roberts  has  not  left  his 
labours.  They    will    continue    on    the 

other  side.  There  will  be  Seventies 
there,  manv  with  whom  he  has  associ- 
ated in  this  life,  men  like  Elder  John 
Morgan,  men  like  Ben  E.  Rich,  and  other 
great  missionaries  that- the  Church  has 
produced  among  the  -Seventies,  and  many 
other  b-ethren  of  the  Council  of  the 
Twelve  -  Apostles.  XTnder  their  leader- 
ship and  guidance  the  work  of  the  Lord 
will  go  on*  on  the  other  side. 

We  build  temples  all  oyer  the  Church, 
and  will  continue  to  build  therr.  through- 
.out    the    millenium.  In    those   temples 

ordinances   are   being   performed    for   and 


on  behalf  of  those  that  have  died  without 
a     knowledge     of     the     truth.  Many 

millions  of  ordinances  have  been  per- 
formed for  them,  and  many  millions  more 
shall  be  performed  in  these  sacred  build- 
ings. Well,  not  one  of  those  ordinances 
shall  be  available  or  effectual,  for  the 
salvation  of  our  Father's  children  on  the 
other  side,  until  the  Gospel  has  been 
preached  to  them.  And  who  shall  preach 
this  Gospel?  Why,  it  will  be  the 
same   responsibility  as  it   is  here. 

The  Prophet  had  a  vision  and  saw  all 
the  organizations  in  active  operation. 
According  to  the  vision  there  shall  be 
Seventies  there,  under  the  leadership  of 
the  Apostles  and  of  those  presidents  ot 
the  First  Council  of  Seventy,  and  the 
work  of  the  Lord  will  be  going  on  until 
every  soul  shall  be  reached  and  shall 
have  an  opportunity  of  hearing  the  glad 
tidings,  and  that  too  before  these  sacred 
ordinances  now  being  performed  in  their 
behalf  shall  be  effectual  in  their  interest. 

Renewed  in  Spirit. 

The  Gospel  work  goes  on,  and  Brother 
Roberts  is  just  as  busy  as  ever.  Yet  he 
rests  ;  he  has  been  relieved  of  and  is  no 
longer  encumbered  with  his  mortal  body. 
He  will  be  renewed  in  spirit.  So  it  was 
with  the  Saviour,  for  after  he  had  been 
crucified  in  the  flesh,  but  quickened  in 
the  spirit,  he  went  and  preached  to  the 
spirits    which    were    in    prison.  That 

Gospel  will  be  proclaimed  .to  all.  What 
a  glorious  hope  it  is  for  Latter-day  Saints. 
And  how  proud  his  posterity  should  be 
of  the  splendid  record  that  has  been  made 
by  this  good  man. 

ELDER  C.  CLARENCE  NESLEN. 

Here  in  this  historic  building  are 
gathered  the  thousands :  in  the  radio 
audience  are  tens  of  thousands  assem- 
bled: In  the  homes  of  the  people  of  the 
Western  section  and  in  the  mission  fields 
of  the  Church  throughout  the  land,  people 
ol  all  denominations  have  gathered  to  do 
silent  honour  to  one  of  the  great  men  of 
our  time:  One  who  through  long  years 
of  toil  and  battle,  study  and  application, 
through  years  of  effort  and  perseverance, 
brought  cheer  and  help  to  the  dis- 
couraged, defence  to  the  oppressed,  true 
information  to  the  student,  lasting  in- 
spiration and  ambition  to  the  youth,  help 
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to   state   and    nation   and    true   justice    to 
every  cause  and   to  all  people. 
Many  Sided  Man. 

President  Roberts  was  not  a  one-sided 
man.  He  developed  his  body,  his  mind 
and  his  soul.  He  ga/e  proper  atten- 
tion to  his  temporal  affairs  but  placed 
them  secondary  to  his  religious  obliga- 
tions. As  the  great  detender  of  his 
people  and  his  religion  he  will  ever  be 
remembered.  While  his  heart  was  ever 
in  the  work  of  saving  souls  :  Of  cheering 
the  hearts  of  the  discouraged  :  In  advanc- 
ing the  interests  of  his  chosen  Church,  he 
never  neglected  his  civic  duties,  never 
failed  in  his  duty  to  his  country.  It  is 
concerning  this  phase  of  his  eventful  life 
that  I  am  to  refer  briefly  on  this  impres- 
sive occasion. 

It  is  fitting  that  his  military  activities 
be  referred  to  as  he  often  said  that  his 
associations  with  the  soldier  boys  of  the 
145th  Field  Artillery  formed  one  of,  if  not 
the  most  satisfactory,  chapters  of  his 
whole  life. 

Though  he  wore  upon  his  shoulder- 
straps  the  chaplain's  cross,  there  was 
never  a  man  to  doubt  that  if  the  regiment 
were  to  be  pitted  against  the  Kaiser's 
legions.  Chaplain  Roberts  would  be 
abreast  of  the  first  line  of  attack  inspiring 
his  boys  to  do  their  best  in  liberty's 
cause,  unafraid,  come  what  may. 
Spurns  Easy  Way. 

Near  the  end  of  the  training  period 
and  a  few  weeks  before  the  regiment 
packed  up  at  Camp  Kearney  for  overseas 
service,  the  regiment  was  on  a  long 
practice  march  to  thoroughly  harden  the 
men  and  inure  them  to  hardship,.  Chap- 
lain Roberts  hsd  been  in  Washington  at 
a  chaplain's  school,  where  he  made  a 
brilliant  reco~d.  He  returned  to  Camp 
Kearney  to  find  the  regiment  absent  on 
its  route  march.  Scorning  a  prof  erred 
automobile  in  which  to  ride  out  to  join 
his  men.,  he  went  to  pieketline  for  his 
horse,  mounted  up  and  set  out  to  find  the 
column.  It  was  a  blistering  hot  day. 
The  march  had  just  been  resumed  after 
a  halt  for  lunch  along  the  roadside.  The 
trudging  men  strode  along  under  heavy 
packs  and  in  a  cloud  of  dust. 

A  line  of  foothills  flan'-ed  the  road 
and  over  their  crest  suddenly  appeared  a 
solitary    horseman.         Coming    nearer    to 


the  column  it  could  be  discerned  that  he 
was  a  soldier.  As  he  lifted  his  hat  an,: 
swept  the  sky  with  it,  the  sun  struck  his 
silvery  hair  and  revealed  him  as  the 
regimental      chaplain.  I  he      regiment 

numbered  more  than  1 ,6co  men  then. 
From  every  throat  there  rose  a  mignty 
cheer.  Discipline  relaxed  and  there  was 
a  waving  of  arms  and  a  tumult  of  shout- 
ing that  attested  a  welcome  such  as  any 
man  seldom  received.  To  these  men, 
their  chaplain  was  a  heroic  figure  of  a 
man,  nothing  less.  Long  betore  he  had 
earned  their  respect,  confidence  and  lo^e. 
Veterans  who  recall  that  day  and  the 
robust  greeting  so  spontaneously  given 
their  chaplain  recall  also  that  no  one  else 
in  the  whole  command  stood  so  close  to 
the  hearts  of  these  young  soldiers.  It 
was  a  stirring  occasion  not  to  be  forgot- 
ten by  anyone  who  made  that  long  march 
up  the  Calif ornian  coast. 

Always  at  Work. 

In  Pmgland  and  then  in  France,  the 
boys  of  the  145th  Field  Artillery  often 
wondered  if  their  chaplain  ever  slept. 
Late  at  night  he  was  at  the  cot  of  an 
ailing  soldier,  or  helping  another  with  a 
letter  to  loved  ones  at  home,  trying  to 
aid  one  here  and  there  to  fix  up  a  problem 
at  home  of  which  he  had  been  apprised 
by  the  day's  mail  or  simply  sitting  in 
with  a  happy  squad  that  wanted  to  sing 
and  tell  stories.  The  next  morning 
before  reveille  he  would  be  out  hunting 
up  a  soldier  with  some  discouragement 
to  face  or  to  take  a  cheer  to  one  place 
or  another.  Day  in  and  day  out  this 
was  his  routine  and  he  never  seemed  to 
tire  of  it,  but  rather  to  find  new  joys  each 
day  as  the  realization  came  to  him  that 
he  had  helped  someone  or  another  over 
a  tough  place. 

The  Utah  atillerymen  were  many  times 
on  the  march  in  France  as  they  moved 
from  one  billeting  area  to  another  or  to 
a  new*  training  centre.  Long,  winding 
roads,  some  hard  as  pavements  and  some 
slippery  with  mud.  had  to  be  negotiated 
by  the  long  column.  The  chaplain  might 
have  ridden  in  the  regimental  com- 
mander's car  but  it  was  typical  of  him 
that  he  should  have  preferred  to  walk  the 
weary   miles  with   his   men. 

At  Head  of  Column. 

At    the    head    of   the    column    he    went 
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with  his  pack  on  his  back,  as  heavy  as 
any  man's.  He  always  was  willing  to 
do  what  he  considered  his  part,  always 
willing  to  undergo  as  much  as  anyone 
else  was  required  to  do.  The  men  of  the 
old  regiment  will  never  forget  that  silver- 
haired  man  at  the  head  of  the  column, 
walking  along  mile  by  mile  as  the  others 
had  tia  do,  bearing  the  burden  of  a  60- 
pound  pack  of  blankets,  clothing,  shoes 
and  emergency  rations. 

Then  influenza  hit  the  regiment  while 
undergoing  training  near  Bordeaux, 
Chaplain  Roberts  almost  lived  in  the 
hospital  wards  looking  out  for  the  Utah 
men  stricken  with  the  epidemic.  More 
than  a  dozen  the  regiment  left  in  graves 
overseas  and  at  each  one  the  funeral 
sermcn  had  been  preached  by  this  patient, 
courageous,  sympathetic  and  understand- 
ing man  of  God.  Unafraid  of  the 
vicious  malady,  Chaplain  Roberts  lived 
with  these  influenza  victims.  There  were 
several  hundred  of  them  and  none  will 
ever  forget  the  devotion  of  their  great 
friend  in  those  hours  when  death  walked 
amongst  them   so  ruthlessly. 

Given  Big  Tribute. 

Upon  the  muster  out  of  the  regiment 
at  Logan  after  the  war,  Chaplain  Roberts 
received  the  regiment's  last  tribute.  It 
is  to  be  doubted  if  any  other  officer  of  the 
regiment  was  so  honoured.  Not  a  man 
marched  away  from  the  college  campus 
where  these  men  were  discharged  with- 
out first  going  to  seek  out  Chaplain 
Roberts  to  say  good-bye,  and  for  a  last 
handclasp. 

As  a  man  cast  in  the  mould  of  a  hero. 
As  a  chaplain,  unarmed,  he  stood  ready 
to  advance  upon  any  enemy  of  righteous- 
ness. His  shield  and  armour  were  his 
faith  and  courage.  As  the  bugles  blow 
taps  over  his  grave  to-day,  his  comrades 
of  the  stirring  days  of  wartime  know  full 
well  that  as  he  made  his  report  to  the 
great  commander  reward  awaited  him  for 
valour  as  a  soldier  of  Christ  and  a 
patriot  who  did  a",  full  part  of  service  for 
his  fellowmen. 

While  taps  are  sounded  here  for  "our 
beloved  chaplain  to-day,  reveille  is  being 
blown   on   the   other   side.  As   he    is 

mustered  out  here  to-day  over  there  '  he 
is  already  mustered  in  and  is  at  work. 
Peace  be  to  his  memory.  Mav  complete 
comfort  come  to  his  sorrowing  loved  ones 
and  may  we  all  tqke  to  our  hearts  the  fine 
lessons  of  his  eventful  beautiful  life,  I 
pray,  in  Christ's  name.       Amen.

PRESENT     CONDITION 
CHRISTENDOM.

Gospel  were  administered  by  men  inspired 
of  God,  who  were  in  communion  with 
him,  and  who  were  ordained  to  act  for 
and  in  behalf  of  iJeity,  so  that  what  they 
performed  by  that  authority  on  earth  was 
acknowledged  and  sealed  in  heaven.  And 
that  in  the  Church  of  Christ  there  were 
apostles,  prophets,  evangelists,  pastors, 
teachers,  elders,  and  other  officers,  who 
were  constituent  parts  of  the  body  of 
Christ.  This  may  be  further  seen  by 
a  careful  reading  of  I  Cor.  xii.,  from 
which  it  clearly  appears  that  God  placed 
these  in  the  Church,  that  they  were  all 
essential  to  its  existence,  and  that  one 
of  them  could  not  say  to  any  of  the 
others,   "  I  have  no  need  of  thee." 

Look  at  the  condition  of  so-called 
Christendom  to-day!  There  are  no  in- 
spired apostles,  prophets,  evangelists, 
pastors  and  teachers,  administering  by 
divine  authority  and  in  the  power  and 
demonstration  of  the  Holy  Ghost.  In 
their  place  there  are  contending  priests 
and  teachers  guided  by  the  wisdom  of 
men,  the  learning  of  the  schools  and  the 
traditions  of  the  fathers,  not  even  claim- 
ing that  there  is  any  direct  communica- 
tion between  them  and  God,  but  persuad- 
ing mankind  that  revelation  has  ceased, 
and  the  voice  of  prophecy  is  hushed  for- 
ever. Not  one  of  the  Clashing,  jarring 
and  discordant  sects  of  the  day  proclaims 
the  Gospel  as  it  was  preached  bv  Peter 
on  the  day  of  Pentecost,  and  as  tiught 
bv  all  the  duly  authorized  servants  of 
God  in  the  primitive  Christian  Church. 
The  gifts  and  signs  which  Christ  pro- 
mised to  true  believers,  and  which  were 
enjoyed  by  the  members  of  his  Church 
according  to  their  needs  and  their  faith, 
are  not  only  absent  from  the  churches  of 
these  degenerate  times  but  are  pro- 
nounced needless  and  "  done  away." 
There  is  no  "  unity  of  the  faith,"  no 
actual  "  knowledge  of. the  Son  of  God," 
no  manifestations  of  his  divine  acceptance 
nor  of  the  power  and  glory  of  the  Holy 
Ghost. 

Cause   of  the   Existing   Condition. 

What  is  the  reason  of  this  transforma- 
tion? Has  God  changed?  Is  Christ 
divided?  Is  the  Holy  Ghost  dead?  Or, 
have  not  men  changed  the  order,  ordi- 
nances. diccioline,  doctrines,  and  spirit 
of  the  Chu-ch  of  Christ?  Is  not  the 
prediction  of  Isaiah  the  Prophet  concern-

ing  these  times  literally  fulfilled?  '  The 
earth  also  is  defiled  under  the  inhabitants 
thereof;  because  they  have  transgressed 
the  laws,  changed  the  ordinance,,  broken 
the  everlasting  covenant.  He  said  it 
should  be  "  as  with  the  people,  so  with 
the  priest;  as  with  the  servant,  so  with 
his  master,  as  with  the  maid,  so  with 
her  mistress ;  as  with  the  buyer,  so  with 
the  seller ;  as  with  the  lender,  so  with 
the  borrower ;  as  with  the  taker  of  usury, 
so  with  the  giver  of  usury-  to  h'.m." 
(Isaiah  xxiv.    :  2-5.) 

None    Holding    Authority. 

From  the  Pope  of  Rome  down  to  the 
latest  minister  presuming  to  act  in  the 
name  of  the  Lord,  there  is  not  and  cannot 
be  one  who  holds  the  Holy  Apostleship 
or  any  portion  of  that  sacred  Priesthood 
which  God  placed  in  the  Church,  and 
which  :  Paul  declared  essential  to  its 
existence.  Good  men,  learned  men, 
devout  men*  there  have  been  by  millions; 
noble,  pious,  and  blessed  women  also, 
with  them,  have  done  the  best  they  could 
according  to  their  light  and  opportuni- 
ties; but  darkness  "has  covered  the 
earth  and  gross  darkness  the  people." 
and  apostasy  from  primitive  Christianity, 
as  foretold  by  its  founders,  has  been 
awful   and   universal ! 

A  Restoration  Predicted. 

But,  thank  God.  the  restoration  of  the 
true  Church  and  Gospel  of  Christ  was 
predicted,  and  has  been  revealed  and 
brought  about  by  revelation  from  God  the 
Eternal  Father  through  Jesus  Christ  his 
Son  and  the  Holy  Angels  sent  from  their 
presence,  to'  usher  in  the  last  and  great- 
est of  -all;  dispensations. 
„,  KJphn's,  Prophecy  Concerning  the 
Restoration. 

"  And  I  saw  another  angel  fly  in  the 
midst  of  heaven,  having  the  everlasting 
Gospel  to  preach  unto  them  that  dwell  on 
the  earth,  and  to  every  nation,  -md 
kindred,  and  tongue,  and  people,  Saying 
with  a  loud  voice.  Fear  God  and  give 
glory  to  him  ;  for  the  hour  of  his  judg- 
ment is  come;  and  worship  him  that 
made  heaven,  and  earth,  and  the  sea. 
and  the  fountains  of  waters.  And  there 
followed  another  angel,  saying,  Babylon 
is  fallen,  is  fallen,  that  great  city, 
because  she  made  all  nations  drink  of 
the  wine  of  the  wrath  of  her  fornication." 


(Rev.    xiv.     ;    6-8.)  In    these    inspired 

words  John  the  beloved  Apostle  predicted 
the  restoration  of  the  Gospel  to  the  earth, 
and  the  subsequent  destruction  of  that 
power  which  had  filled  the  earth  with  the 
darkness  of  fcpi  itual  inebriety,  and  wicked- 
ness. 

Account  of  the  Restoration, 

It  was  in  the  year  182^  that  the  angel 
spoken  of  by  John  the  Revelator  came 
with  the  everlasting  Gospel  to  a  young 
man  scarcely  eighteen  years  of  age,  of 
obscure  though  respectable  parentage, 
and  without  the  learning  of  the  schools. 
His  name,  too,  was  common,  and  his 
occupation  that  of  a  farmer's  boy. 
Joseph  Smith,  whom  the  Lord  raised  up 
to  receive  his  word,  established  his 
Church,  and  prepare  the  way  for  the 
Redeemer's  second  coming,  was  led  to 
enquire  of  the  Lord  through  reading  the 
scriptures,  for  the  purpose  of  finding  out 
which  of  all  the  disputing  religions  was 
right.  Coming  to  the  Epistle  of  James, 
t  st  chapter  and  ■  5th  verse,  he  read:  "If 
any  of  you  lack  wisdom,  let  him  ask  of 
God,  that  giveth  to  all  men  liberallv  and 
upbraideth  not ;  and  it  shall  be  given  him. 
Bit  let  him  ask  in  faith,  nothing  waver- 
ing." Reiving  on  his  word,  he  went 
into  the  woods  to  pray,  and  in  the 
simplicity  of  his  heart  cilled  on  God  for 
the  wisdom  which  he  felt  he  greatly 
needed.  He  was  then  not  fifteen  years 
of  age,  but  his  faith  was  strong  and 
wavered  not.  His  prayers  were  heard, 
and  in  a  heavenly  vision  in  open  daylight, 
the  Father  and  the  Son  revealed  them- 
selves to  his  astonished  gaze.  The 
Father,  pointing  to  the  Son,  proclaimed, 
V  This  is  my  beloved  Son,  hear  him," 
Our  Saviour  spoke  to  the  boy,  and  in 
answer  to  his  question  as  to  which  of 
al;  the  religious  sects  was  right,  he  was 
told  that  they  had  all  gone  out  of  the 
way,  and  was  commanded  to  go  after 
none  of  them,  but  was  promised  that  in 
due  time  the  true  Gospel  of  Christ  should 
be  revealed  to  him. 

Appearance  of  an  Angel. 

When  the  angel  appeared  to  him  three 
years  later,  it  was  in  his  chamber,  just 
as  he  had  retired  for  the  night.  Coming 
in  glory,  the  angel  showed  to  Joseph  the 
place  where  an  ancient  record  was  hidden 
in  the  side  of  a  hill,  containing  the  history 
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of  the  former  inhabitants  of  the  American 
continent,  including  an  account  of  a  \is,t 
made  to  them  by  Jesus  Christ  after  his 
resurrection  from  the  dead,  when  he 
declared  to  them  the  same  Gospel  that 
be  had  preached  in  Palestine,  and  also 
established  his  Church  among  them  after 
the  same  pattern  as  that  organized  on  the 
eastern  hemisphere.  He  was  informed 
that  this  record  should  be  subsequently 
placed  in  his  hands  to  translate  by  the 
gift  and  power  of  God  to  be  given  to  him 
through  means  which  the  Lord  had  pre- 
pared for  that  purpose.  This  manifesta- 
tion was  thrice  repeated  that  nighc  that 
Joseph  might  be  fully  assured  of  its 
reality.  Under  the  inspiration  of  Al- 
mighty God,  the  young  man  was  able  to 
obtain  possession  of  this  precious  record, 
inscribed  in  small  and  curious  characters 
upon  metallic  pJates.  The  Gospel  is 
there  set  forth  in  plain  and  simple 
language,  and  no  one  who  reads  the  book, 
which  is  called  the  Book  of  Mormon,  with 
a  prayerful  and  unprejudiced  heart,  will 
fail  to  be  impressed  with  its  divine 
origin. 

Priesthood   Conferred. 

After  being  thus  favoured  of  the  Lord, 
Joseph  Smith  received  a  visitation  from 
John  the  Baptist,  who  held  authority  in 
ancient  times  to  preach  and  administer 
baptism  by  immersion  for  the  remission 
of  sins.  He  came  as  a  ministering  angel, 
and  ordained  Joseph  Smith  and  his  com- 
panion, Oliver  Cowdery,  to  that  Priest- 
hood and  authority.  Thus  endowed 
these  voung  —en  baptized  each  other,  and 
at  a  later  date  were  ministered  to  by  the 
Apostles  Peter  nnd  James  and  John,  who 
ord'med  them  to  the  Apostfe^hip.  with 
;iuthority  to  lay  hands  on  baptized  be- 
lieves and  confer  the  gift  of  the  Holy 
Ghost,  also  to  build  and  organize  the 
Church  of  Christ  according  to  the  original 
pattern. 

Church  Organized. 

On  "he  sixth  day  of  April,  i8?o,  the 
Church  of  Jesus  Christ  uas  organized  in 
the  State  of  New  York,  with  six  mem- 
bers. Latter-day  Saints  who  had  been 
baptized  for  the  remission  of  sins  and 
had  been  confirmed  bv  the  laying  on  of 
h-mds.  The    Holy    Ghost    was    mani- 

fested unto  them,  and  as  the  Church 
p^rew   in   numbers  the   gifts   of  the   Spirit 


were  imparted,  and  the  organization  was 
eventually  made  complete  with  apostles, 
prophets,  seventies,  elders,  priests, 
teachers,  deacons,  also  bishops  and  other 
officers  that  were  in  the  primitive 
Christian  Church;  indeed,  all  the  grades 
of  the  Melchizedek  and  Aaronic  Priest- 
hood, with  their  keys,  powers  and  endow- 
ments, and  all  the  ordinances,  ministra- 
tions and  divine  manifestations  necessary 
to  the  true  Church  of  Christ.  Men  thus 
divinely  authorized,  were  sent  out  into 
the  world  to  preach  the  Gospel  like  the 
Apostles  of  old,  without  purse  or  scrip, 
without  salary  and  without  pay  of  any 
kind,  depending  upon  the  Lord  and 
friends  whom  He  might  raise  up  to 
minister  to  their  temporal  wants.  Where- 
ever  they  went  and  people  received  their 
testimony  and  were  baptized  for  the  re- 
mission of  sins,  the  Holy  Ghost  was 
poured  out  upon  them  through  the  laying 
on  of  hands,  and  they  invariably  obtained 
a  testimony  from  God  that  they  were 
accepted  of  him,  and  that  he  had  in  very 
deed  re-established  his  Church  on  earth. 
There  are  now  many  thousands  of  living 
witnesses  to  the  truth  of  these  things. 
They  are  natives  of  various  countries, 
speaking  different  languages,  reared  in 
divers  religions ;  they  are  now  brought 
to  the  unity  oc  the  faith  ;  they  have  come 
to  a  knowledge  of  the  truth  ;  doubt  has 
fled  and  darkness  has  been  dispersed  ;  the 
li«ht  of  heaven  shines  in  their  souls. 
They  are  in  the  straight  and  narrow  way. 
They  are  members  of  the  body  of  Christ, 
and  his  Spirit,  which  searcheth  all  things, 
yea  the  deep  things  of  God,  is  the  abid- 
ing witness  from  on  high  and  shows  them 
things  past,  present  and  to  come. 
Dispensation  of  the  Fullness  of  Time. 
This  is  the  latter-day  work  spoken  of 
bv  the  Holy  prophets.  It  is  the  dis- 
pensation of  the  fullness  of  times,  in  the 
which  God  will  "  gather  together  in  one 
all  things  in  Christ,  both  which  are  in 
heaven  and  which  are  on  earth,  even  in 
him."  (Eph.  i  :  io.)  It  is  the  last  and 
greatest  of  all  dispensations.  In  it  will 
be  accomplished  the  "  restitution  of  all 
things,  which  God  hath  spoken  by  the 
mouth  of  all  his  holy  prophets  since  the 
world  began."  (Acts  iii  :  21.)  It  is  to 
prepare  the  way  for  the  second  advent 
of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 'who  will  come 
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"  in  the  clouds  of  heaven  with  power  and 
great  glory,"  and  "  in  flaming  fire,  tak- 
ing vengeance  on  them  that  know  noi 
God,  and  that  obey  not  the  Gospel  of  our 
Lord  Jesus  Christ,  ....  when  he  shall 
come  to  be  glorified  in  his  Saints."  (II. 
Thess.  i  :  8,  io.)  In  this  dispensa- 
tion, after  all  people  have  been  warned 
and  the  Gospel  has  been  preached  for 
a  witness  to  all  nations,  and  the  elect 
are  gathered  together  from  the  four 
winds,  namely,  the  East,  West,  North 
and  South,  the  great  tribulations  and 
judgments  will  be  poured  out,  the  end 
of  the  world,  that  is,  the  end  of  the  rule 
of  Satan  and  of  the  wicked  will  come, 
the  kingdoms  of  this  world  will  become 
the  kingdom  of  our  God  and  his  Christ, 
and   he  will  reign  over   them   forever. 


Two    New  Appointments.

We  extend  to  you  not  only  our  own 
gteetings,  but  we  bring  with  us  greet- 
ings, good  wishes,  and  blessings  from  the 
First  Presidency  of  the  Church  for  the 
saints  and  their  friends  in  these  missions. 
They  remember  you  also  in  their  prayers. 
We  come  to  you  with  one  major  desire 
— to  help  and  bless  you  to  the  extent  of 
our  powers.  We  can  do  this  best,  how- 
ever, not  by  dispensing  material  things, 
even  if  we  had  them,  but  by  helping  you 
to  live  a  more  "abundant  life"  as  it  is 
revealed  In  the  "  plan  of  life  and  salva- 
tion," better  known,  perhaps,  as  the 
Gospel  of  Jesus  Ch-ist. 

Now  the  most  important  and  the  finest 
of  all  arts  is  the  art  of  living,  and  this 
is  an  art,  fortunately,  that  all  can  acquire 
who  will.  To  live  as  our  Maker,  God, 
would  like  to  have  us  live  is  to  express 
art  in  one  of  its  highest  forms.  Living 
in  this  way  is  really  living  life  "  most 
abundantly,"  as  well  as  most  simply.  It 
is  also  living  in  harmony  with  the  laws 
that  govern  our  complete  well-being.  It 
is  living  in  a  way  that  brings  peace, 
health,  happiness,  and  a  feeling  of  satis- 
faction ;  a  way  that  makes  our  days,  days 
of  sunshine,  as  it  were,  because  love  fills 
our  hearts  and  saturates  our  personali- 
ties. 

We  live  in  a  natural  world,  a  universe 
governed  bv  law.  This  is  one  of  the 
great  lessons  taught  by  modern  science 
as  well  as  by  modern  revelation  through 
the  Prophet  Joseph  Smith.  When  any 
one  of  Nature's  laws— which  are  God's 
laws — is  violated,  the  consequences  of 
violation  will  follow  just  as  certainly  as 
night  follows' day  r  -To  have,  good  health, 
for  example,  we  smust  observe  the  laws 
of  health,  and  this  is1  true  whether  we 
have  reference  to  physical,  mental,'  or 
spiritual!  health1,  for  each  of  these  types 
of  health  is  governed  by  law.     The  great- 


est prophet  of  modern  times,  Joseph 
Smith,  taught  "  there  is  a  law,  irrevoc- 
ably decreed  in  heaven  before  the  foun- 
dation of  this  world,  upon'  which  all 
blessings  are  predicated — and  when  we 
obtain  any  blessings  from  God,  it  is  by 
obedience  to  that  law  upon  which  it  is 
predicated."  (Doctrines  and  Covenants 
130    :   20-21.) 

The  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  teaches 
what  these  laws  are.  And  knowledge, 
or  understanding,  is  the  beginning  of 
wisdom.  We  have  come  to  help  you  to 
a  better  understanding  of  these  laws  and 
to  encourage  you  to  live  them  more  fully. 
If  you  can  do  this  you  will  know  that  we 
teach  you  the  truth;  for  he  that  doeth 
the  will  of  the  Father  shall  know  of  the 
doctrine,  whether  it  is  of  God  or  whether 
we  teach  it  of  ourselves.  This  promise 
was  given  by  Jesus  when  He  was  upon 
the  earth.  But  the  promise  was  not 
limited  to  any  particular  time  or  place 
or  to  any  particular  people.  It  is  true 
for  all  time  and  for  all  peoples. 

And  it  is  upon  this  fact  that  the 
strength  of  the  Church  lies.  It  is  the 
individual  testimony  of  the  members  that 
gives  the  Church  its  strength.  They 
know  that  the  doctrines  we  teach  are  the 
truths  of  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 
How  do  they  know  this,  a  fact  to  which 
many  thousands  have  testified?  They 
know  it  because  they  believed  these  teach- 
ings and  put  them  into  practice  in  their 
daily  living,  thus  fulfilling  the  conditions, 
and  so  God  fulfilled  His  promise — He  re- 
vealed to  them  by  His  Spirit  the  truth- 
fulness of  the  doctrines.  A  testimony 
received  in  this  way  is  a  sure  testimony, 
and  it  is  also  an  individual  one.  One 
person  cannot  give  it  to  another.  A 
person  may  testify  of  it  and  know7  that  he 
has  it,  but  God  alone  can  give  it.  But 
God  gives  it  freely  and  readily  to  every- 
one that  fulfills  the  conditions ;  in  other 
words,  to  everyone  who  accepts  and  really 
lives  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ. 

And  so  the  Elders  of  this  Church  have 
no  hesitancy  in  promising  to  everyone 
who  accepts  and  lives  their  teachings  a 
divine  testimony  of  their  truthfulness. 
Does  it  seem  impious  to  anyone  that  the 
Elders   do  this?  If   so,    let   this   one 

remember  that  these  Elders  are  actually 
divinely     commissioned     to     preach     the 
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Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ.  They  bear  the 
Holy  Priesthood,  (rod's  authority  to  act 
for  Him  and  in  His  name.  Hence  they 
are  His  agents,  and  He  is  bound  by 
what  they  do  in  His  name.  This  ex- 
plains their  boldness  in  declaring-  His 
truths. 

We  have  come  to  help  you  to  an  under- 
standing of  these  things,  and  thus  to  con- 
tinue, as  best  we  may,  the  splendid  work 
President  and  Sister  Widtsoe  have  been 
doing  among  you  during  several  years. 
Of  course,  you  will  regret  their  leaving 
you.  This  is  only  natural.  They  are 
going,  however,  to  other  important  work 
in  the  Church.  We  hope  that  you  may 
derive  some  comfort  from  the  fact  that 
their  best  efforts  will  continue  to  be  de- 
voted to  furthering  this  great  latter-day 
work,  that  they,  and  we  hope  you  also, 
love  so  well. 

May  the  Lord  grant  you  faith,  give  you 
eyes  to  see,  intellects  to  understand, 
hearts  to  feel,  and  courage  to  do  His 
will  that  you  may  have  the  companion- 
ship of  His  Spirit  and  as  a  result  have 
life  more  abundantly.

A  lifetime  spent  in  educational  pun- 
suits  has  given  to  Sister  Emily  Traub 
Merrill  a  liking  and  a  capacity  for  con- 
structive work,  and  an  active  interest  in 
the  growth  of  those  around  her.  She 
was  reared  by  German  parents  with  a 
love  for  the  Old  World,  so  she  under- 
stands well  the  sentiments  and  feelings 
of  European  peoples  and  speaks  Geanan 
fluently.  Reservedly  quiet,  with  the 
gracious  charm  of  a  sweet  personality, 
she  will  win  her  way  into  the  hearts  of 
the  European  saints  as  completely  as  she 
has  won  the  hearts  of  saints  wherever 
she  has  been.  She  comes  to  the  Euro- 
pean Missions  well  qualified  for  the 
responsibilities  that  will  be  hers. 

Sister  Merrill  was  born  in  Peoria, 
Illinois,  the  daughter  of  Gottlieb  and 
Marie  Aumann  Traub.  Her  father,  a 
German  emigrant  to  America,  forsook 
his  career  in  medicine  to  enter  the 
Lutheran     ministry     in     Indiana.  Her 

brothers,  too,  are  Lutheran  ministers. 
From  the  influence  of  her  Lutheran 
Sister    Merrill    acquired    a    deep 


appreciation  of  religion  and  its  import- 
ance to  life. 

At  her  father's  death,  Sister  Merrill 
adopted    education    ;is    a    career.  Her 

work  took  her  into  many  different  univer- 
sities in  the  Middle  West  of  the  United 
States.  The  summer  of  1917  she  spent 
in  Salt  Lake  City.  There,  while  study- 
ing at  the  University  of  Utah,  she  m'el 
Dr.  Merrill,  who  was  at  that  time  Dean 
of  the  School  of  Mines  and  Engineering 
oi  the  University;  and  there,  too,  she 
bea-d  the  message  of  the  Restored 
Gospel. 

She  and  Dr.  Merrill  were  married  in 
1918.  But  her  duties  as  a  housewife, 
and  mother  to  his  family  of  seven  children 
did  not  entirely  displace  her  educational 
interests.  She  continued  her  studies  at 
Utah  University,  with  two  of  her  step- 
daughters, and  was  graduated  with  them, 
receiving  an  B.A.  degree  in  1925.  Later 
in  the  year,  Sister  Merrill  was  made  a 
member  of  the  modern  language  staff  ol 
the  University  of  Utah,  and  became  an 
instructor  of  German,  a  position  she 
occupied  until  her  recent  call  to  mission- 
ary service.  The  summer  of  1926,  in 
between  school  terms,  she  spent  in 
Europe,  travelling,  and  studying  at  the 
University   of   Munich,    in    Germany. 

Like  most  progressive  people,  S'ster 
Merrill  has  hobbies  that  occupy  her 
interest.  She  is  an  accomplished  musi- 
cian, plays  the  piano  well,  and  has  had 
not  a  little  experience  in  directing  choirs 
and    choruses.  And    the    profusion    of 

flowers  that  beautifies  the  Merrill  here  in 
Salt  Lake  City  eloquently  bespeaks  her 
love   for  flowers   and   for  ga-dening. 

Since  she  has  been  a  member  of  the 
Church,  Sister  Me-rill  has  been  very 
active  in  Relief  Society  work  in  her  home 
ward.  And  now,  facing  her  new  respon- 
sibilities, she  is  enthusiastic  in  her  desire 
to  aid  in  furthering  the  work  in  the 
European  Missions.  Saints  everywhere 
will  find  in  her  a  warm  friend,  a  com- 
petent adviser,  and  a  loving  mother.

"  Yes,"  he  replied,  "  But  surely  they 
must  be  wrong,  or  did  not  mean  what 
you  state.  How  could  it  all  come 
about?  "   he  asked.
